Sir, — In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  statute,  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit,  through  you,  to  the  Legislature,  the  ac- 
companying Report  of  the  Cases  conducted  and  argued  by  me, 
during  the  year  1851,  together  with  the  Abstracts  and  Tabular 
Statements  of  the  Reports  of  the  several  District  Attorneys  and 
the  Attorney  of  the  (yommonwealth  for  the  county  of  Suffolk, 
for  the  same  period. 

In  addition  to  the  cases  comprised  in  the  accompanying  Re- 
port, which  have  required  the  attention  of  the  Attorney  General, 
I  have  also,  under  the  instructions  of  His  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  Commonwealth,  been  engaged  in  the  preparation  of 
a  bill  in  equity  against  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  in  order  to 
bring  to  a  judicial  determination,  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States,  the  long  pending  controversy  between  that  State 
and  this  Commonwealth,  respecting  the  true  boimdary  of  our 
respective  territories.  It  has  been  deemed  expedient,  before 
finally  completing  the  bill  in  this  case,  to  send  to  England  for 
certain  records,  or  to  verify  their  non-existence,  which  may 
have  an  important  bearing  upon  the  questions  at  issue,  and  de- 
termine to  some  extent,  the  character  and  comprehensiveness  of 
the  claim  upon  which  Massachusetts  will  insist  in  her  bill.  It 
is  believed  that  this  will  be  attended  with  no  delay  in  the  pros- 
ecution of  the  suit,  which  the  manifest  interests  of  Massachu- 
setts require  should  be  brought  to  as  speedy  a  decision  as  is  con- 
sistent with  a  careful  and  provident  preparation  of  the  cause  for 
trial. 
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It  was  my  purpose  to  have  suggested  in  this  Report,  the  im- 
portance of  further  legislation  respecting  the  jurisdiction  of  po- 
lice courts  and  justices  of  the  peace,  in  cases  of  petty  larceny, 
aggravated  by  the  commission  of  the  offence,  within  "any 
building"' — and  also  the  necessity  of  some  statutory  definition 
of  felony.  But  I  am  gratified  to  perceive  by  the  published  pro- 
ceedings of  the  two  branches,  that  both  these  subjects  have  been 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Legislature,  by  the  appropriate 
committees — whose  reports  thereon,  in  my  judgment,  fully  meet 
the  exigencies  which  the  experience  of  the  past  year  have  shown 
to  exist. 

Beside  the  necessary  consultations  and  personal  conferences 
in  which  my  advice  has  been  required  by  the  various  depart- 
ments and  officers  of  the  government,  boards  of  commissioners, 
and  committees  of  the  Legislature,  I  have  prepared  and  fur- 
nished, since  my  last  Report,  ninety-seven  written  opinions, 
upon  legal  questions,  arising  out  of  the  extended  and  diversi- 
fied interests  of  our  busy  and  prosperous  Commonwealth.
